The appearance of the yel¬ 
low ribbon as the national 
emblem of concern and wel¬ 
come for the Iran hostages 
has sparked a number of in¬ 
quiries as to the meaning of 
the yellow ribbon and how 
it became a symbol. 

The answer is not simple 
because there are at leasl 
three possible explanations. 
The yellow ribbon has comt 
to mean different things to 
different people. 

The moat commonly quot¬ 
ed source is the popular 
song. ‘Tie a Yellow Ribbon 
’Round the Ole Oak Tree," 
composed by Irwin Levine 
and L Russell Brown and 
rtcorded by Tony Orlando 
end D.nwn In 1973. 

Penne L,alngen, wife of L. 
Bruce Lelngcn, one of the 
hostages. Is cited by the 
New York Times, November 
5, 1980, as having started 
the yellow ribbon campaign 
based on the Orlando song. 

In Mav of 1980, the AP 


Wircsendee carried an ar¬ 
ticle about Leota Smith of 
Lewlstown. Tenn., who start¬ 
ed a yellow ribbon campaign 
with the local Jaycee organi¬ 
zation soon after the hos¬ 
tages were taken captive. 
Her idea came from the 
practice of women wearing 
yellow ribbons in their hair 
during the Civil War to re¬ 
member their men who had 
gone to war. 

The third possible source Is 
Iho song. "She Wore a Yel¬ 
low Ribbon” 'also known as 
"’Round Her Neck Shr 
Wears a Yeller Ribbon") foi 
her lover who is tar, far 
away, and the 1949 movie 
with the same title starring 
John Wayne, "nic movie 
takes place in the 1870s and 
depicts the U.S. Cavalry 
fighting Indians. 

The song wns copyrighted 
in 1917 during WWI when it 
may have had some special 
meaning, hut the origins of 
the.,san« ACeordlng to Sig¬ 
mund Spaeth go back t<f at 
Iea.'-F~1838 valien the words. 
“It’s all a-round my hat that 
I twine the weeping willow 
... for my true love, far, 
far away,” were used Instead 
of ribbon. 

The significance of the 
color yellow In this case 
comes from the narrow strip 
of cloth worn on the legs of

form. Richard Wormser In 
his history of the U.S. Cav¬ 
alry, “The Yellowlegs" . . 
the Dragoons (the forerun¬ 
ners of the cavalry) were 
yellowlegs from the day of 
their formation; the yellow 
stripes down their outseams 
were three-quarters of an 
inch wide 

Gerald Parsons, folklorist 
with the Archive of Ameri¬ 
can Folk Song in the Ameri- 
can Folk l.ife Center of the 
LIbrat y of Congrr.ss, has done 
some extensive research into 
the background of the yel¬ 
low ribbon. Ho found several 
interesting facts. Because a 
niimbor of the hostage fami¬ 
lies live*! In the Washington 
area, he believes that in 
b.ondlng together as a group 
they needed an emblem oi 
plight of the hostages in the 
symbol to help keep the 
plight of the hostages In the 
■ public’s mind. 

In looking for one they 
found the .yellow ribbon 
which was still contempor¬ 
ary because of the Orlando 
song which sold 30 million 
copies. Ho also said that re¬ 
pot teru he had spoken to had 
contacted Bruce Catton and 
other Civil War historians 
who were unable to docu¬ 
ment the fact that yellow 
ribbons were in fact worn by 
women in the Civil War. 
This connection was reported 
several times by the press as 
having been the motivation 
in the case of the hostages. 

Another fascinating aspect 
is the symbolism of the 
color of the ribbon. Both 
Parsons and Prtrfessor Way- 
land Hand, a noted folklore 
expert at the UCLA Folklore 
and Mythology Center, com¬ 
mented on the negative con¬ 
notations of the color yellow. 
In the past It has b^n as¬ 
sociated with prostitution, 
sickness, druiikenes.s, and 
jealousy. 

One of the returning hos¬ 
tages was reported to have 
been shocked at first on .see¬ 
ing the many yellow ribbons 
because while prisoners, the 
hostages were made to wear 
a yellow strip on their backs 
as a sign of cowardice. 

’The oral tradition of the 
returning prisoner (criminal) 
who is unsure of his welcome 
as depleted in the Orlando 
song goes back at least 20 
years. 

Curtis Bok in his book, 
"Star Wormwood,” relates a 
story about a returning I'on- 
vlct who had 'vritten to h(s 
family to put a white rib¬ 
bon in the big apple tree 
near the railroad track. 
Afraid to look when he ar. 
rives, he lias a friend look 
for him. The friend tells 
him, "It’s all right! Th» 
wiTole tree is white with 
ribbons." 

In the song, the color u.sed 
Is yellow, perhaps because 
the word “wlvitc” does not 
scan nearly as well as yel¬ 
low dees. 

CBS Nows, on its Januarv' 
28, 1981, 7 :i.m. (Los An¬ 
geles) ^ition. carried a 
brief explanation of the yel 
low ribbon and an interview 
with Gerald Par.«ons. 

Another custom rinortcrl 
was that of Irish immigrants 
or settlers in the West who 
traditionally had worn green 
ribbons They adopted yel¬ 
low ribbons apparently foi 
the yellow piping on the 
uniforms of the cavalry 
which gave them protectUm. 
More ri'cently, some Viet¬ 
nam soldiers and POW.s on 
returning home were gre»4ed 
by yellow ribbons.

‘Pygmy Emancipator’ 



A call for help In saving 
an endangered race of hu¬ 
man beings was issued by 
the Sierra Madre Woman’s 
Club and Civic Club as Jane 
Buchan, community chair¬ 
man of the joint endeavor, 
urged concerned Sierra Ma- 
dreans to come to the aid of 
a dying people. 

The desperate plight of 
these people was the subject 
of a meeting of representa¬ 
tives from Verdugo District, 
California Federation of Wo¬ 
men’s Clubs, held last week 
at the Woman’s Club’s his¬ 
toric Essick House, with 
members ledging to return to 
their clubs and communities 
to sc-ek aid. 

’The endangered people are 
the Efe Pygmies of Central 
Africa, a unique and gentle 
l>eople who once raimbered 
over a million and current¬ 
ly have been reduced to less 
than 4000 through depriva¬

Stephensen WeavesSpell

Last spring, Gaii Stephen- 
sen’s home on upper Grove 
Street burned down. Terrible 
loss that it was, it avoided 
being a tragic one. Gall’s two 
children and husband es¬ 
caped harm, as did she. 

What must be regarded as 
particularly fortunate was 
the fact that the gutted 
house, which has since been 
rebuilt, contained none of 
the delicate works which, as 
a practitioner of a craft as 
ancient as the Stone Age, 
Gall looms by hand- 

Gall Stephe n s e n Is a 
weaver. 

Her finely-wrought wall 
hangings, and those of her 
business partner Margo 
Sludley, another Sierra Ma¬ 
dre resident, are conspicu¬ 
ous In commercial buildings 
find restaurants around the 
eountry, and In the Riviera, 
New Sundance and Maxim 
hotels of Las Vegas. 

"Las Vegas likes our weav¬ 
ings because they’re gaudy,” 
says Gail, having fun beln^ 
facetious because her pro¬ 
ducts do not seem gaudy at 
all. They .ire .sesthetlcally 
pleasing. 

Her color combinations ar¬ 
rest 'the eye: weather msl, 
medium brown, Jute, navy 
blue, white, cream, bkie. 
helgc — all somehow united 
Into a coherem whole. 

Stephenson’s high-wooden- 
floor^ studio Is an upper- 
.story, high-celling room in 
the threadbare, atmospheric 
Carver Hotel on Pasadena’s 
south Fair Oaks Avenue. ’ITie 
decrepit, homev Carver Is a 
"hotbed of crazies” (Gall’s 
affectionate words) of paint¬ 
ers, dancers, actors, writers 
and a iveawr, (Jail. She 
weaves on a tapestry loom 
and a floor loom standing 
nearly six feet tall. 

Observing her, one quick¬ 
ly realizes that weaving de¬ 
mands both artistic skill and 
manual dexterity. 

It is physical. Groups of 
lengthwise yam arc arranged 
in rows very close together; 
crosswise rows are ^placed 
over and under them. Gall 
swings the lengthwise 
threads on a frame then 
shuttles and laces the croe.® 
wise strands. 

Interlacing lengthwise and 



crosswise, she creates the dif¬ 
ferent patterns and colors tc 
get the effect she seeks. 
Hands and feet busy, mind 
awhlz, she weaves for six 
hours. 

By then, the strain on her 
back tells her It Is time to 
stop. She next com- 
mlts to paper the fresh de¬ 
signs she has thought of 
while working. To stay cur¬ 
rent In her business, new de¬ 
sign catalogs must appear 
every six months. 

One apparently learns how 
to weave by going to .school, 
but Gail didn’t. She taugtit 
herself instead. Site suy.s 
she always has lieen drawn 
to art. An adolescent interest 
in Renaissance costume de¬ 
sign deteriorated Into vexa- 
ton because "no matter how 
hard I tried, I could never 
get the exact fabric I want¬ 
ed.” 

And so for no particular 
reason she found weavlnf-. 
She wa.s a collector of looms 
before knowing how to use 
one. 

Six years ago she was in¬ 
structing a weaving class as 
part of the city’s "Creative 


Arts” program when she end 
Margo Studley impetuously 
but wisely formed their own 
little business. 

Today they can say that 
the little business is a com¬ 
mercial as well as artistic 
success. ’Their wall hangings 
fetch prices in the thousands 
, of dollars. Besides doing 
their own weaving, the two 
women employ 15 itinerants 
who weave and live as far 
away as Santa Barbara. Big 
Bear, and Yosemlte. 

Weaving, Gall maintains, 
is pertinent. Machines can, 
and in the great majority 
of cases do, produce weav¬ 
ing. Hand work is unique. 

Asked to desrlbe the Sierra 
Madre of 1981, Gall chose the 
adjective “intimate; a ccan- 
munlty ol old homes, new 
homes, but each one quite 
different, and Inhabited by 
different people, too — old. 
young, liberal, conservative.” 

All somehow molded Into 
an unlikely homogenic 
whole. 

Much like one of her weav 
ings.
